looked into the open sea through a space of 
from lo to 20 feet or more, .the Bombay yet 
keptxm Iwir way direct. Thut she passed out 
of sight <»f the officers and men. -who were 
hailing and looking at her for five to ten min- 
utes, and anchored safely in Yokohama har- 
bor at .7:45 P. M., of the same evening^ That 
the Bonibay neither ottered nor asked for'as- 
swtauce or communicated after the collision. 
The Court therefore totally exonerates and 
exculpates the Oueida and her' officers, from 
all and any blame for this, horrible disaster,

whistle, which kept blowing until. she sunk, 
and finally not hearing, or it' she heard, iii 
not replying to three or four heavy signal 
guns fired from the Oneida, although they 
were distinctly heard in.

DISEISED MEATS 
Good meat is neither 


ofapalepinki^hcolornor of. a deep purple 
tint. The former is micatiie of disease, and 
the latter is a sign that the animal died froit 
natural causes. Good meat has also a mar 
bled appearance, and the fet, especiaHv of th 
internal organs, 13 hard and snety, and is nev- 
er wet, whereas that of diseased meat is sof 
and watery, often like jelly or soddened parch- 
ment. Again the touch or feel of healths 
mtat is firm and elastic, and it hardly moist 
ens the fingers, whereas that of diseased meat 
is soft and wet—m fact, it is so often wet that 
scum (the watery part of the blood) runs 
from it, and then it is technically called wet 
Good meat has but little odor, and this is not 
disagreeable, whereas diseased meat smells 
faint and corpse-like, and it often has the odor
